•Science in JJread Making. 
At the recent meeting of the Ameri­ 
can Chemical Society, held in Wash­ 
ington. D. C,, the question of the value 
of carbonate of ammonia as a leaven­ 
ing agent in bread, or na used in bak­ 
ing powders, came up for discussion, 
in which Prof. Barker, of the Univer­ 
sity of Pennsylvania, and president of 
the society; Dr Richardson, late of 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture in Washington; Dr. Wm. 
McMurtrie, late Prof. of Chemistry in 
the University of Illinois; Dr. E. H 
Butley, late Chemist of the Brooklyn, 
N. ¥., Board of Health, and Prof. of 
Chemi^-7 of the Long Island College, 
and others took part. 
The consensus of opinion was over- I 
whelming in favor of the employment 
of ammonia. 
It was stated as a fact 
that ammonia rendered tbs gluten of 
the flour mere soluble than the origi­ 
nal gluten, and that the bread in 
which this action was produced by 
carbonate of ammonia must be more 
digestible and henoe more healthful, 
and because of the extreme volatility 
of carbonate of ammonia and its com­ 
plete explosion from tbs bread in the 
procese of baking, it is one of the most 
useful, most healthful and most valu­ 
able leavening agents known. 
These conclusions sre borne out by 
the very elaborate and exhaustive ex­ 
periments macle by Prof. J. W. Mal­ 
let, of the University -of Virginia. 
which show conclusivelp that bread 
made with a baking powder in which 
one per cent, of carbonate of ammonia 
is used, in connection with cream of 
tartar and soda, is not only of uni­

With all her self imposed duties Lady Rob­ 
erta lain no sense a “masculine woman.” 
In fact, she is recognized tis one of the most 
charming society leaders in India. Her 
latest work has been the establishing of an 
officers’ hospital at Murree, with small 
branches maintaining nurses only In dif­ 
ferent sections of the country. Lady Rob­ 
erts is perhaps the most generally known 
and universally beloved woman In the East 
Indies. 
To Mrs. Damant and Mrs. Cawley the 
honor of decoration came a little late, as 
the occurrence which afforded them the 
opportunity to distinguish themselves is 
twelve years old. Mrs. Damant was the 
wife of the English officer in charge of the 
territory contiguous to the frontier fort of 
Kohima. Her husband was slain by the 
natives while on a visit of inspection to 
one of the neighboring villages. He was 
accompanied by a mere handful of Sepoys, 
and when the survivors returned to Ko­ 
hima and notified Mr. Cawley, who had 
been left in charge, he at once ordered the 
garrison to prepare for a siege. Mrs. Da­ 
mant, although the news of her husband’s 
murder had just been broken to her, in-

sisted upon sharing tho labor of the men. 
Mrs. Cawley left her twochildren to amuse 
themselves, aud also “took a hand” in pre­ 
paring the defenses. 
During the trying days which followed, 
both these ladies suffered terribly from 
Hunger and thirst, but they steadfastly re­ 
fused the offer to allow them full rations 
of food and water. Mrs. Damant consent­ 
ed without a moment’s hesitation to the 
burning of the bungalow containing the 
personal effete of herself and her recently 
murdered husband, because it was deemed 
inadvisable to leave it standing, as It was 
outside the garrison limits. Both Mrs. 
Damant and Mrs. Cawley worked assidu­ 
ously among the wounded. The viceroy of 
IndiA, a abort time after the rescue, pub­ 
licly expressed bls admiration for their 
conduct, but it was not until a few weeks 
ago that they received the higher recogni­ 
tion already referred to. 
Three other women who were decorated 
at the same time are Miss Catherine Loch, 
Miss Edith Welch map and Miss E. M. 
Lickfold, graduates from St. Bartholo­ 
mew’s hospital, in Winchester, England. 
Mis* Loch has for several years been 
superintendent of military nurses in India, 
and she has made a magnificent record. 
With the Misses Lickfold and Welchman 
she undertook the famous expedition to 
Plack mountain, accompanied by a few 
physicians and natives. It was an exceed­ 
ingly perilous journey, but the three wom­ 
en displayed great fortitude. 
Another brave so u l who devotes her en­ 
ergies to making the lives of the unfortu­ 
nate less m ise ra b le is Mrs. Mary Law­ 
rence, of C in c in n a ti. She is better known 
as “Mother” L aw re n ce, and is one of those 
good angels who visit prisons. She takes 
her dinner basket with her every morning, 
and always “ m a k e s a day of it.” She goes 
to the hospital one day, the police stations 
the next, the jail the next and so on until 
the end of the week.

The coat tails were unable 
to stand the strain, and when the tie that 
had bound the burglar to Miss Eaton was 
broken the robber started on a dead run 
down the street. 
But the young lady,

Th« Volcano th at Threaten* th e K x tlnv 
tlon of th e Nicaraguan City. 
The recent earthquakes in Grenada, 
Nicaragua, that have 
caused four- 
fifths of the inhabitants to desert the 
city are thought to presago a revival 
of tne volcano of Mombacho. 
Tho 
mountain is about 8,000 feet high 
and 
Granada is lux ated at its base, a part 
of the town being built on the lower 
portion of the slope and less than fif­ 
teen miles from tho crater. 
There 
are evidences of a terrible eruption in 
the past when the greater quantity of 
the lava coursed down the volcano’s 
slope to the center of Lake Nicaragua, 
from the shores of which the peak 
rises. 
There are numberless little 
islands 
a short 
way 
from shore, 
formed by the flow of the lava. Should 
there bo an eruption Granada would 
bo doomed, even should the lava take 
a direction away from it, as tho fall of 
ashes would be sufficient to make the 
town uninhabitable. 
At present thef* 
is no aetiv« volcano in Nicaragua and 
but one in Central America, namely, 
tho 
Salvador. 
Three 
years 
ago 
Ometepe, near the center of i.;ike 
Nicaragua, ended an aotivo state, and 
the last of tho eruptions of Mornotorn- 
bo, on the border of Lake Managua 
and near the capital, 
was seen lest» 
lhan two years ago in :he form of a 
thin column of smoke rising from its 
crater.

of the town being built on the lower 
portion of the slope and less than fif­ 
teen miles from tho orator.

are evidences of a terrible eruption in 
the past when the greater quantity of 
the lava coursed down the volcano’s 
elope to the center of Lake Nicaragua, 
from the shores of which the peak 
rises. 
There Are numberless little

there be an eruption Granada would 
bo doomed, even should the lava take 
a direction away from it, as tho fall of 
ashes would be sufficient to make the 
town uninhabitable.

At the recent meeting of the Ameri­ 
can Chemical Society, held in Wash­ 
ington, D. C,, the question of the value 
of carbouate of ajmnonia as a leaven­ 
ing agent in bread, or ns used in bak­ 
ing powders, came up for discussion, 
in which Prof. Barker, of the Univer* 
sity of Pennsylvania, and president of 
the society; Dr Richardson, late of 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture m Washington; Dr. Wm. 
McMurtrie, late Prof. of Chemistry in 
che University of Illinois; Dr. E. H. 
Butley, late Cheqaist of the Brooklyn, 
N. Y., Board of Health, 
Prof. of 
Chem i^rj of the Long Island College, 


and others took part. 
The consensus of opinion was over­ 
whelming in favor of the employment 
of ammonia. 
It was stated as a fact 
that ammonia rendered the gluten of 
the flour more soluble than the origi­ 
nal gluten, and that the bread in 
which this action w a s produced by 
carbonate of ammonia must be more 
digestible and henoe more healthful, 
and because of the extreme volatility 
of carbonate of ammonia and its com­ 
plete expiusion from the bread in the 
process of baking, it is one of the moet 
useful, most healthful and most valu­ 
able leavening agents known. 
These conclusions are borne out by 
the very elaborate and exhaustive ex­ 
periments made by Prof. J. W. Mal­ 
let, of the University -of Virginia, 
which show conclusivelp that bread 
made with a baking powder in which 
one per cent, of carbonate of ammonia 
is used, in connection with cream of 
tartar and soda, is not only of uni­ 
formly better color and texture, but a 
product more wholesome, because the 
ammonia serve to 
neutralize any 
organic or lactic acids present in the 
flour.

He was 
accompanied by n mere handful of Sepoys, 
and when the survivors returned to Ko­ 
hima and notified Mr. Cawley, who had 
been left in charge, he at once ordered the 
garrison to prepare for a siege.

The coat tails were unable 
to stand the strain, and when the tie that 
bad bound the burglar to Mias Eaton w'as 
broken the robber started on a dead run 
down the street. But the young lady, 
lightly clad as she was, barefooted and 
without a thought of the danger entailed 
by such a course, started in pursuit.

A BLOCKADE RUNNER.

then stationed off B aton Rouge. Ear­ 
ly in January, 1863, I was officially 
informed ci my prom otion to the 
grade o f acting lieutenant. 
A week 
later, by order o f Admiral Farragnt, 
1 assum ed com m and of the W . 0 . 
Anderson, then lying off the IVnsaco- 
la navy yard. 
The Anderson was a beaut iful clip­ 
per hark, built in B oston tor the (’ape 
of Good Hope trade, and had been 
fitted out as a cruiser, her decks 
strengthened to carry an arm am ent 
o f six 
thirty-tw o pounders, 
tw o 
twenty-four pounder howitzers, and 
a thirty pounder Parrot rifled gun 
on the forecastle, wish a com plement 
o f ten officers and 105 men. 
My orders were to p ro c e e d 
to 
T exas, to join the fleet engaged 
in 
the blockade of Arkansas and M ata­ 
gorda bay. 
This was welcome news, 
as there was a great deal of blockade 
running in th a t quarter, which of­ 
fered to us a fine prospect lor excite­ 
m ent and prize m oney. 
Our prepa­ 
rations were quickly made, and then 
we weighed anchor, saluted the flag 
officer’s pennant, and 
were off for 
our station. 
The first few days passed quietly, 
with nothing to interrupt the usual 
routine o fs e a life o n board a man- 
of-war. 
As we were now in the direct 
line of the blockade runners bound 
from 
the 
coast 
o f 
T exas 
to 
H avana, their fovorite port, I issued 
on order th a t a lookout should lie 
kept a t each m asthead from daylight 
until dark. 
The cry “Sail ho!” was con stan tly 
heard from our vigilant lookouts, 
but the sails thus discovered proved, 
after much chasing, to be nil legiti­ 
m ate traders, 
or. at least, their 
papers represented them to be such, 
and we had our labor for our pains. 
As I looked a t our track, laid out 
on a chart by the n avigatin g officer, 
Ot the end of the fourth day, it re­ 
sembled a CJiinese puzzle much more 
than the course ot a vessel hound to 
a certain point with a leading wind. 
We had no further tim e to lose, and 
so I laid our course direct for Gal­ 
veston, where I was to report to 
Commodore Bell before going down 
to my station. 
The follow ing m orning o t d ay­ 
light I was aroused by a boy, who 
reported th a t the officer of the deck 
had m ade out a schooner on the lee 
beam standing t o eastw ard. 
1 bun­ 
dled on my clothes, and hurrying 
on deck, found our ship m aking all 
light sail in chase. 
The vessel was so far to leeward of 
us th a t her hull was scarcely visible 
above the horizon, but the breeze 
was fresh and our canvass wasdraw- 
ing well, and it w as soon apparent 
th a t we were gaining on her. 
Bv the 
tim e we pip'd to breakfast we had 
raised her hull, and I felt confident 
of overhauling her in a few hours. 
B ut it now became evident that the 
schooner was by no m eans anxious 
th at we should come to closer quar­ 
ters, and proposed to prevent it. if 
possible. 
Suddenly putting herhelm 
up, she kept aw ay before the wind, 
and crowded on canvass until she 
looked like a great white gull. 
This m ove convinced usthat we had 
at last fallen into luck, and th a t the 
schooner was w hat we had been so dil­ 
igently seeking—a blocade runner. 
To make assurance doubly sure, I 
gave the Parrot rifle its extrem e 
elevation, and sent a shell scream ing 
down toward her, at the sam e tim e 
hoisting our colors as a polite invi­ 
ta tio n for her to heave to and allow 
us to overhaul her. 
B ut our courtesy passed unnoticed, 
and she displayed no colors in return. 
We folllowed her exam ple in m aking 
sail as we squared aw ay, and every 
yard of duck th a t ccnld be boomed 
out from any part of the ship w as 
brought into play. 
We were evidently gaining on our 
chase, and all seemed to bo going 
well; when there w as an om inous 
sound of sla ttin g canvas, and, look­ 
ing alolt, I saw th a t the breeze was 
failing us. 
This was unfortunate, 
for “a stern chase” is proverbially 
“a lo n g chase.” 
The forenoon was 
well along, and we were st ill miles 
astern of the schooner. 
I ordered t hat all our sails be hoist­ 
ed ta u t and sheeted close home, but 
the wind continued to get lighter un­ 
til there was scarcely enougli breeze 
to give us steerage way. 
O ccasion­ 
ally we could feel a slight puff of air, 
and, rememembering the experience 
of the C onstitution when chased by 
tw o English frigates in 1 8 1 3 ,1 order­ 
ed th at whips he rigged aloft, and the 
sails thoroughly drenched with salt 
water. 
Still, with all our efforts, it 
was evident th a t we were not mater- 
ally lessening the distance between 
the tw o vessels. 
After consulting with my executive 
officer, I decided th a t my only hope 
of securing our prize before dark—as 
of course she could easily evade us 
by night—was to send a party in one 
of the b oats in chase. 
Accordingly 
Mr. Bayley had his b oat, the first 
cutter, called aw ay, the crew care­ 
fully armed, and a sm all G atlinggun 
m ounted in the how of the boat. 
The chase was now, we estim ated, 
nearly six miles distant, and, as she 
was all the tim e forging ahead sever­ 
al knots an hour, there was a pros­ 
pect of a good long pull for it; but 
the bait was a tem pting one, and the 
b o a t’s crew were very ready to make 
the effort. 
1 arranged with Mr. Bailey th a t, if 
night should overtake us before he 
could return to the ship, I would lay 
herto,and would hoistsigna! lanterns 
so th a t we could he seen. 
He took 
with him a number of rockets and 
Coston siernals to burn if needed. 
W ith our best wishes for his suc­ 
cess he shoved off, and the row’ers 
pulled lustily tow ard the schooner. 


It was n ot necessary to give theorder 
to keep a sharp look ou t on the m ove­ 
m ents o f the boat, for every m an in 
the ship felt a personal interest in her 
and all hands were watching her, 
from the m asthead lookouts to the 
m ess cooks, who hung gazing ou t of 
the ports whenever they could escape 
for a m om ent from their duties. 
To pull a heavy m an-of-war’s cut­ 
ter six or eight miles a t sea is not 
child’s play, and, although the men 
buckled to their oars like heroes, it 
was slow work. 
T besunw as gett ing 
low when the officer of the deck called 
m y attention from the b oat I was 
w atching so anxiously through* the 
glass to a heavy bank of black clouds 
m aking to the northward. 
“ 1 am afraid we are goin g to have 
our wind now th at we don't w ant it. 
sir,” he said. 
A vivid flash of lightning, em pha­ 
sized by a rattling clap of thunder, 
followed hard upon this remark. 
“ Y es,you m ust let in your stud­ 
ding sails and flying kites a t once, 
Mr. Allen, for it is com ing down up­ 
on us by the run!” 
The boatHwain’seall sounded shrill, 
and the light sails cam e rapidly in. 
“Furl your top gallan t sails, sir,” I 
cried, 
and, soon 
afterward they 
were in, the wind w as howling. 
“Stand by the topsail halyards 
fore and ale, clew lines and reef tack­ 
les. 
I^et go, clew down and haul out. 
Aloft topm en and put in t wo reefs!”

Bayley find me, as 1 certainly could 
n ot expect to find him. 
i ordered 
th at lanterns be hoisted a t each 
m asthead and at the end o f the to p ­ 
sail yards, and directed that a gun 
lie fired and a B oston signal burned 
every fifteen minutes. 
By this tim e the squall had passed, 
the rain had ceased, and the m oon 
was struggling out of the ragged 
looking clouds. 
Boom! went 
our 
first signal gun, and a t thesam e mo­ 
ment the Boston signal was ignited 
and flamed up, lighting all ab ou t us 
with its deep crim son glare. 
“Sail ho!” yelled tho 
forecastle 
lookout. 
“ Where aw ay?” 
“Close aboard on the starboard 
bow, sir!” 
And there, sure enough, loom ed the 
sails ol a schooner on the {tort tack, 
standing directly across our l»ow. 
“ And it’s the Johnnie!” exclaim ed 
Mr. Allen, as he gazed down from 
the forecastle in astonishm ent upon 
the vessel alm ost underour bowsprit, 
her deck piled up with cotton bales, 
and her crew standing thunderstruck 
at their perilous position.

“Aye, aye, sir,” and the "boat was 
called aw ay and prepared. 
“ By the way, Mr. Allen,” I called 
out as the b oat shoved off, “see if 
you can find ou t from any ot them 
what has become of Mr. B ayley. 
In 
dodging him they have probably run 
afoul of us.” 
1 had gone aft to see the b oat off 
and give these orders, and, 
as they 
were executed, 1 looked to see where 
the schooner lav, but could not find 
her. 
“ Forecast let here, where awn v is the 
schooner?” I hailed. 
There w as a m om ent’s pause and 
then the hesitating reply, “ She has 
drifted ou t of sight, sir; 1 can’t make 
her ou t!”

He a t once opened fire with his g a t 
ling gun. at s h o r t range, and drove 
the schooner s crew from the deck 
and wheel by a well directed fire. I^elt 
w ithout a steersm an she yawed, the 
cutter dashed alongside, the crew 
sprang on board, and the prize was 
taken. 
I'pon investigation it proved th a t 
the schooner had run ou t from Gal­ 
veston t.vo nights before, and, skill­ 
fully piloted by her captain, who was 
very familiar with the bay, had pass­ 
ed through our blockadingsquadron 
under cover of darkness. 
At 10 o ’clock th a t night we were 
again on our course for G alveston, 
with the R oyal Y acht following in 
our wake, the cynosure of m any 
watchful eyes. 
There was a good 
leading breeze, and by the sam e hour 
the following night we anchored 
am ong the fleet, and I reported iny 
arrival to the com m odore. 
The next day 1 put a prize officer 
and crew on board the schooner and 
dispatched her to Key W est, where 
she was duly lilieled, condemned and 
sold. 
Of the proceeds of the sale the 
governm ent reserved one-half, and 
the other m oiety was divided am ong 
m y officers and crew. 
As I had captured her on the high 
seas, out of sight o f any other vessel, 
I received one tenth of our half which 
m ade a very agreeable addition to 
m y bank account, and was a pleasant 
souvenir of m y first capture of a 
blockade runner.—F. Stanhope Hill 
in Y outh’s Companion.

in 1 8 5 — as a pri­ 
vate in the — th 
R egim ent; and 
m y c o m p a n y ! 
formed part of 
the garrison at 
Arcot. 
Life in 
b a r r a c k s 
i n 
India 
is 
very 
dull; and I have 
often wondered th a t British soldiers 
out here are, on the whole, such a 
steady, 
well-behaved 
set o f lads. 
Compare a soldier’s life in a sm all 
Indian station, with being quartered 
even a t M alta or G ibraltar, and 
either of these places will seem like 
Paradise, though the “ Rock” is by 
no m eans popular, and is alw ays 
called a prison by the troops for the 
time l»eing in garrison there. 
Well, we found Arcot horribly dull* 
and it w as with great satisfaction 
flint we heard an order had been 
given for our com pany to march to 
Vellore to strengthen the garrison 
there, which had lieen very much re­ 
duced by cholera. 
It was then about the middle of 
March, and consequently later than 
is usual for m oving troops, as the 
days begin to get very hot on t fie 
plains in the Carnatic about that 
time of the year. But ours was special 
duty; and as we should only m arch 
n the early m orning, we did not lear 
the inconvenience ot the mid-day heat, 
but looked upon the whole tiling as 
rather a latk, and a welcome change 
from them onotonv o f garrison duty. 
As to the cholera, n ot one of us gave 
it a thought. 
Not likely it would 
touch one of us! 
it was on the second day after 
leaving Arcot th at P rivate Thom as 
Atkins, who was my right fil *, sud­ 
denly had to fallou t. 1 expected him 
to rejoin our ranks before long, hut 
did not trouble m yself about his ab­ 
sence. 
It was not until we reached 
the camp, and had finished breakfast, 
th at I heard anything more about 
him. 
I then learned th at he was buried. 
I knew cholera was awfully sudden 
in its attack and effects, but I had 
not im agined the possibility of its 
carrying off a healthy man quite so 
rapidly. 
Of course im m ediate inter­ 
ment must take place in the case of 
death on the line of march. 
I had 
liked Atkins much, but I fani v his 
death and burial were so sudden that 
the rest of us failed to realize the 
truth of w hat had happened to our 
comrade, and half expected to see 
him turn up again. Anyhow we soon 
forgot the incident. 
L ate in the afternoon I was listen­ 
ing to a description of Vellore by one 
of our fellows who had been there, 
and speculating on the chance of st-e- 
ing the crocodiles which T ippoo Sul­ 
tan had placed in th em oat round the 
fort, as the best possible sentinels to 
prevent prisoners from escaping, <u’ 
any of his troops from attem pting 
to desert, when suddenly 1 feltspasm s 
and sickness. 
“ H olloa! old fellow, how blue you 
look!” remarked a com panion sittin g 
next to me: and as he spoke n ycom ­ 
rades shrank terror-stricken from me. 
It needed no doctor to tell m e what 
was the m atter. 
Tne cholera had 
seized me! 
I was hastily conveyed to the tem ­ 
porary h ospital where our assistant 
surgeon already had several cases of 
the disease under treatm ent, and 1 
was laid on a eharpoy. 
I rapidly 
passed from the first to the second 
stage of th at m alady, a nd by ‘J o ’clock 
at night the incessant vom iting and 
purging had reduced me to a con­ 
dition of weakness approaching in­ 
sensibility.

Two 
large chatties of water were placed 
just outside of each entrance, from 
which a coolie from tim e to tim e threw 
a pannikinful on the cuscus to this, 
so th a t the iviml, blowing through 
the west m ats, m ight cool the tem ­ 
perature inside the pandai.

sult certainly was attained, but at 
the cost ot intensifying the pangs of 
the patients, whose thirst was tanti- 
lized by hearing the splashing qf the 
water.

must begin inhalation by m aking

Tb« Volcano th at T hreatens th e Extincw 
tion o f th e N icaraguan City. 
T he recent earthquakes in Grenada, 
N icaragua, th at have 
caused four- 
fifths of the inhabitants to desert the 
city are thought to presago a revival 
of the volcano of Mombacho. 
The 
m ountain is about 3,000 feet high and 
G ranada is located at its base, a part 
of the town being built on the lower 
portion of the slope and less than fif­ 
teen miles from tho crater. 
T here 
are evidences of a terrible eruption in 
the past when the greater quantity of 
the lava coursed down the volcano’s 
slope to the center of Lake N icaragua, 
from the shores of which the peak 
rises. 
T here nre numberless little 
islands 
a short 
way 
from shore, 
formed by the flow of the lava. Should 
there be an eruption G ranada would 
bo doomed, even should the lava take 
a direction away from it, as the fall of 
ashes would be sufficient to make the 
town uninhabitable. 
At present ther* 
is no aetivs volcano in N icaragua and 
but one in Central America, namely,

Salvador.
